REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Final Office Action dated 
June 2, 2008. Claims 1-3, 7-12, 14-16, 18-37 remain in the application, of which claims 1,7, 11, 
15, 19, 26 and 30 are the independent claims. Claim 4 has been cancelled without prejudice or 
disclaimer. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants respectfully thank the Examiner for the indication that claims 4 and 7 contain 
allowable subject matter and would be allowed if rewritten in independent form. 

Independent claim 1 has been amended to include the allowable subject matter of claim 4 
and is, thus, equivalent to claim 4 re-written in independent form. Further, claim 7 has been 
rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim (claim 1). 
Applicants submit claims 1 and 7, as well as their dependents, are allowable and withdrawal of 
the objection is respectfully requested. 

Independent claims 11, 15, 19, 26 and 30 have been amended to include the limitation 
introduced in claim 4, which the Examiner indicated as being allowable. Therefore, Applicants 
submit that claims 11, 15, 19, 26, and 30, as well as their dependents, are allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1 to 3, 8 to 12, 14 to 16, 18 to 21, 25 to 26, 30 and 34 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a), as allegedly being unpatentable over U.S. Patent Application Publication 
No. 2002/0127978 ("Khatri") in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 2003/0123381 
("Zhuang"); claims 22 to 24, 27 to 29 and 31 to 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a), as 
allegedly being unpatentable over Khatri in view of Zhuang and fiirther in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 6,611,231 ("Crilly"). 

As stated above, independent claims 1,7, 11, 15, 19, 26 and 30 have been amended to 
recite allowable subject matter indicated by the Examiner. 

Therefore, these claims are believed to be allowable, and withdrawal of this rejection is 
respectfully requested. 
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CONCLUSION 

Therefore, for at least the reasons presented above with respect to all of the pending 
claims subsequent to entry of this response, Applicants assert that all claims are patentably 
distinct from all of the art of record. All objections and rejections having been addressed, it is
